FIGHTING FEVERS. 
, 


The practical extinction of yellow fever 


in tho West Indies and of the dreadful 
malarial fevers on tho Isthmus 
would 


alone repay many times over all the loss 
and suffering of the Spanish war. 
The 


redemption of the Philippines 
from all 


manner of deadly diseases, by efficient 
sanitation, vaccination and 
the 
exter- 


mination of disease-bearing pests, would 
make the American occupation 
of the 


.islands glorious even If It had accom- 


pllshed nothing for the mental advance- 
ment of the people. 


In tho comparatively restricted field 


of military medicine alone we have but 
to recall the' awful scourge 
of typhoid 


fever in the camp at Chickamauga. and 
contrast with it tho army reports of to- 
day to recognize the astounding- progress 
of twelve years. 
In the Spanish war 


lmrflly & rcglmeot egoaped t*pholdi and 
the death rate among the affected was 
appalling. 
in the division now in Texas, 


living- for two months under canvas in 
a rain-soaked country, there has been one 
case, a civilian not protected by vaccina- 
tion agrainst typhoid. 


All this and much more has-been ac.L 


complished so quietly that It has attract- 
ed very little publiq attention; indeed, tho 
public at large has BO meager a*-realiza- 
tion of It that it will undoubtedly prove 
of public Interest to spec[alize on this im- 
portant subject. 


"With the close of the Spanish war we 


became responsible for the -welfare of 
Cuba, Porto Rico, the Isthmus of Panik- 
rna and tlie Philippine islands. 
Every 


one of these countries in, 1898 was to a 
very great extent a hotbed of one or an- 
other, perhaps several, tropical diseases. 


President Taft Is the authority for the 


statement that the prevalence of yellow 
feer *n Cuba and Us constant recurrence 


as an epidemic in Havana and the other 
cities of that Island, so near to our own 
shores, threatening death to our 
own 


Southern cities, was one of the 
chief 


causes and one of the most potent justi- 
fications for the popular feeling that led 
to the Spanioh war. 


HAVANA HEALTHY. 


Today Havana, even In 
summer. 
Is 


much healthier than many of our norta- 
em citieb;-'-yellow fever there is a thing 
of the'past. 
The credit of stamping out 


yellow fever is. due to "Walter Reed, an 
army doctor, who investigated and veri- 
fied the correctness of the theory that 
the garm of yellow fever was conveyed 
from one human being to another by a 
certain species of mosquito. 
This dis- 


covery 
revolutionized the method 
of 


treating yellow 
fever and.it was made 


clear that the great effort and expendi- 
ture of money required to clean up Ha- 
vana and the other infected towns, while 
useful in the prevention'tof other diseases, 
had little or no effect to prevent yellow 
fever. 


An entirely .aifferent course of proced- 


ure had to be • followed. It waa adopted 
in Havana and the~other cities of Cuba 
and was most successful. 
* 


"When our army doctors had finished 


with Cuba they started in on Porto Rico. 
They had no yellow fever there, to be 
sure, but the greater portion of the -in- 
habitants were'. Infected . with a slower 
but equally fatal disease known as the 
"tropical anaemia." 


Well, it was certain that something 


had to be done for. this by your Uncle 
Sam, and our doctors started- to work. 
One of them, named Ashbrook, had not 
been on the job long before he discov- 
ered that the disease was not as first 
supposed, the result of starvation and 
the absence of nutritious food, but was 
due to the presence in the intestines of 
the so-called "hook-worm," and that it 
yielded to .treatment, and that 
many 


deaths and the general disability that 
the hook-worm produced In the people of 
Porto Rico could be avoided in the fu- 
ture by comparatively simple and speci- 
fic" treatment. 


While a certain portion fOf our army 


M. D.'s were at work in Cuba and Porto 
Hieo another-band of investigators were 
having troubles' of .their own 'in the Phil- 
ippines. 
They did not find the hook- 


worm-or yellow fever there, but 
they 


did discover, . to use the words of Presi- 
dent. Taft, In glorious exuberance, chol- 
era, bubonic plague, 
beri-beri, malaria, 


smallpox, amoebic dysentery and leprosy, 
a bill of fare for the enterprising and 
progressive' physician and knisht of in- 
vestigation and research calculated to 
make his moutla water, and a list of 


scourges which the civil 
administrator 


viewed with alarm and despair. 


By Improving the water supply and in- 


troducing mountain water, into Manila, 
at a cost of 52,500,000, and by the in- 
troduction of artesian 
wells in many 


of the towns and villages of the-, interior, 
by regulations as to the food supply, by 
a new sewage system in Manila, cost- 
Ing $2,000,000, and by regulations secur- 
ing the proper and safe disposal of sew- 
age In the smaller towns and villages, 
and by the use. of 
inocculation 
wSth 


cholera lymph, we have greatly reduced 
the number of victims from cholera in 
these Islands. . 


"By a-wholesale vaccination of all the 


inhabitants of the Philippines, carried on 
carefully and rigorously, we have prac- 
tically, stamped out smallpox of all kinds 
In the islands, in, which the blade small- 
pox of the most virulent type flourished 
before our coming. 


CRUSADE AGAINST RATS. 


"By a crusade against rats and a 


cleaning up ana destruction of the foci 
of the disease, we havo taken alt the 
terrors in the Philippines out of bubonic 
plague. 


"By careful attention to the destruc- 


tion o fthe mosquito, we have 
greatly 


moderated the injurious effects from ma- 
laria; and while amoebic dysentery con- 
tinues to be a most dangerous lingering 
form, if disease in the Philippines In 
many cases, if treated in time it Is sub- 
ject to the control and cure of the reme- 
dies discovered and adopted there. 


"When we went to the Phlllipines lep- 


ers were at large. There were leper hos- 
pitals in Manila, in Cebue, and In other- 
parts of the country, but tha horrible and 
sickening character of them beggars de- 
scription. 
We have segregated the lep- 


ers In all provinces In the islands to the 
number of 40,000, and have takea them 
to 
Cullon, 
a 
beautiful island in the 


Southern seas, have given them almost a, 
self governing colony and 
have 
made 


them so happy and comportable that we 
have now no difficulty in inducing all 
persons afflicted with this disease 
to 


join the colony. Tfie effect of this seg- 
regation has been to reduce the 
new 


cases annually of leprosy to 16 'per cent 
of what they were formerly. 


"One of the most obstinate and difficult 


diseases.in the Philippines, and Indeed of 
the whole Orient, has been what is called 
"beri-beri." For axlong- time the cause 
of it was beyond our discovery. 
But 


now It has been definitely traced to the 
use of polished rice as food. 
I need not 


go farther than to say that 24 per cent 
of. the Japanese army were afflicted with 
beri-beri 
during the Russian-Japanese 


war. 
The change of this food from pol- 


ished to unpolished rice has practically

.No .sooner, was Uncle Sam fairly well 
started In making the above mentioned 
countries fit for a. white man to live in

It Is not too much to say that yellow 


fever 
and 
malignant malaria, known 


there as the Chagres fever, contributed 
more than any other one ^ause to the 
failure of the French to build the canal;

ing and ready to offer the skme obsta- 
cles up to that time so fatal to success In 
this great work; .but. the Spanish 
War 


and the responsibilities it had thrust up- 
on us had given such light on the method 
of meeting-, and reducing- these obsta-

YEARS OF PLANNING. 


It took two years for us to make the 


necessary preparations 
before we could 


begin, tho work of excavation and con- 
struction. 
By that time our army doc- 


tors had changed this "hell hole" as It 
was well called Into a district as 
free 


from disease as any of their Southern 
States. 
Yellow fever has -been ' so 
ef- 


fectively stamped out that there has not 
been a case there In two years while the 
malignancy and extent of malaria on the 
Isthmus has been reduced to such a point 
that the percentage of deaths In the for- 
eign population In the Zone Is consider- 
ably less than In our large cities. 


Turning to home we have the best ob- 


ject lesson of all as to the good that 
has come out of our war with Spain. 
At this writing there are about twenty 
soldiers in camp in Texas and Califor- 
nia. 
They have been there for months 


living 
under canvas and in a country 


soaked 
with rain and deep with mud. 


But so effective have been the regulative 
and prevehtative methods adopted to re- 
duce sickness that tha,, percentage of sick 
men is less than.lt was in I he posts from 
which these men wera mobilized. 


What a contrast to Chiekamauga and 


the other camps established during the 
Spanish war. . In '.hese camps the per- 
centage of typhoid .cases was so 
high 


that it is; hard to believe. 
Of 120,000 


men there were 20,000 cases with a case 
of mortality of 7 per cent. Of the vol- 
unteer regiments mobilized during the 
Spanish-American War, 90 per cent be- 
came Infected with typhoid fever within 
eight weeks from the date of the mo- 


bilization. 


By no means was our little scrap with 


the Dons the worst thing that 
could 


have happened to be sure—it cost lives 
an4 money, but they are really as noth- 
ing compared with the benefits to the 
human race that will have accrued an4 
will continue to accrue from the discov- 
eries made under the conditions and ne- 
cessities which the exigencies of 
that 


war and the governmental burdens fol- 
lowing it presented. 
And then just to 


show our hustle and as a last word it 
may be well to mention that while other 
countries have been in the tropics for 
nearly two centuries we in the 
short 


space of twelve years have bridged the 
.difference. 
Indeed, .we have made more 


progress in the discovery of methods of 
prevention and care for tropical diseases 
than all other countries have made in 
those two centuries.

Np.ples. could exercise the subtle and 
terrible power which they actually do 
.exercise over thetr fellow townsmen who 
Jive Jn the sun-dashed,-color-flecked city 
on the beautiful bay, says the New York 
Trfbuno. 
It Is extremely difficult, even 


now that the trial of the leaders of the 
notorious Camorra Is fjoing on Rt Vlterbo 
and tho secrets of the society are ap- 
parently being revealed, to gather any 
genuine stories of the doings of the Ca- 
fnorristi, because, after all, only a few of 
the prominent members of the great sec- 
ret community are on trial. The rank 
and file, together with enough leaders to 
3ceep the society as well organised as 
over are still on the trail in Naples and 
e.re> busy with their customary activities. 


So general, however, Is the reign, of 


terror that a number of extraordinary 
examples of It have within the last few 
days come to light.

In busy seasons these are shot 
In one heap until there la a veritable 
mountain of the "floury" ones. 
Re- 


cently, to give some small idea of the 
vustness of the trade, no fewer than 
BOO tons were unloaded, trimmed and 
sifted, packed into sacks and 
dis- 


patched to' various destinations. 
To 


unload ancl .sift a truck of potatoes 
takes a regnlar gang of men a-couple 
of hours' hard work. 


TtTBERS FROM JERSEY. 


Ireland is not the greatest potato- 


growing- country, nor anywhere near 
it. The greater part of the early po- 
tatoes that -reach England come from 
Jersey. One-fifth of the entire.island, 
roughly 6000 acres, is devoted to po- 
tato culture, the first .weeks' crops in 
April often, realizing £25 a ton, as 
compared with the £2 53. to £3 a 
ton In August. 


When the season is at its height 


thousands of Breton laborers cross 
from France to engage in the tempo- 
rary work of "spud" digging. 
On 


the quay of St. Heller, the chief town 
and port, can be seen piled thousands 
of barrels,- all packed with the bum- 
ble tuber. And the work is 'rushed, 
for every day that the season ad- 
vances means a cheapening In price. 
That it pays one .will realize from the 
fact that early in the season £90 an 
acre can be obtained, and one well- 
known grower in Jersey has cleared 
as much as £900 In a single:-week: 


paying to be let alone the urchins had 
made a-good sum of money out of simple 
blackmail. 


WAYS OF LIVING. 


The Camorrleti, of course, have far 


more unexpected ways of living on their 
neighbors, more devious and ingenious 
methods of tormenting and terrorizing 
people'inbTpaylng; them money, to obtain 
safety for their lives or property or both. 


It is hard to believe, yet it is true, 


that even the little street vender of 
syrups and lemonade from .-whom you 
buy a cool drink on a hot day is paying 
the Camorra for the privilege of using 
the street vender's license that he has 
bought and paid for. Only a short time 
ago a woman • who could not afford to 
pay the price of peace tried in vain to 
carry on business independently. She had 
a new booth painted -in clean, bright col- 
ors, and she chose a piazza In the crowd- 
ed part of the city where there should be 
enough trade for all. She was visited as 
soon as she opened for business by an 
agent of the secret society, who" suggest- 
ed to her that to bo protected would be 
a valuable aid to her, and to have power- 
ful friends was practically a necessity. 
She scorned the man's talk and sent him 
atyay.;

' 


'Within., a short time a rival booth ap- 


peared beside hers—an old, dusty-looking, 
ill-kept affail' It was, too. But. the man 
behind tho counter sold exactly the same 
drinks 
that% she. was offering for sale. 


Very soon it-Vaa noticeable that the rival 
booth got all the trade, while tha inde- 
pendent "was hardly ever approached, ex- 
cept by some one ' who was obviously a 
stranger. 


This want on flay after day until the 


woman, who had started without much 
capital, went Into debt. She waa then vis- 
ited again by . the Camorra. 
The emis- 


sary who was a different one this time 
from the one who first came, knew exact- 
ly how much she owed to her various 
creditors and ottered her the money to 
pay them off, demanding a ruinous rate 
of interest for the loan. If she did not 
take-It, he suggested, she would be forced 
to give up her business, as he assured her 
no one; would. patronize her booth. 
The 


woman 'had children dependent on her, 
and she was obliged to give in.

SOURCE OF STRENGTH. 


One, of the chief sources of strength in 


the Camorra is its knowledge of the peo- 
ple of, Naples and all their private affaire. 
This : intimate knowledge- is gained by a 
system of sleuthing that Is almost in<- 
credible for its patience and diligence.., If 
the Camorra wishes to find out something- 
about any particular person, an agent is 


time if the case is a difficult one. 


A man -who Is strolling down the street, 


apparently oblivious to everything about 
him or else merely passively interested, 
is perhaps- a secret agrent, who Is hoping 
to pick up a bit of gossip about his sub- 
ject from neighbors who are talking and 
laughing along- the doorsteps. „ He Is a 
stranger to them all and they do not sus- 
pect 
him, for 
although all Naples is 


known to the Camorra, the Camorrists are 
not known to all Naples. If the subject 
of the Camorra's Interest were In jail, or 
even knew anyone who was, an agent 
would be deputed to get himself arrest- 
ed and put in the same prison, so as to 
find out 
from the man himself or his 


friend whatever information was wanted. 


NOT JSOLATED, 


One might imagine that being put in 


Jail would mean 
isolation and surveil- 


lance, and so it does in the case of the 
ordinary .prisoner, but not In that of tha 
CamorrlBt. He is allowed by the guards 
to wander at will among- the other pris- 
oners, he Is served with whatever dainties 
there are in the prison fare, and is per- 
mitted to receive food from the outside— 
his wife or some relative .receiving mon- 
ey from the society, often, to supply food 
and tobacco. So prison is not such a bad 
experience, and is often productive of re- 
sults. 


A -wealthy man, who -was arrested on 


a charge of making free with government 
funds, was followed 
into prison by 


Camorra 
agent, 
who gained the man's 


confidence to such' an extent that .he con- 
fessed that the charges againet him were 
true. When the trial came off the pris- 
oner was-'Vomehow found innocent, 'and 
the Camorra reaped a golden harvest from 
the guilty, man for tha safekeeping- of his 
secret! 


Camorrists not only make money easily, 


but do not have--to spend so much as oth» 
er people. Among the shops where they 
are known to be members of tha great 
society they sometimes go through 
the 


strange process of' paying for-what they 
buy 
and receiving In change from the 


shopkeeper more money than they gstve. 
There is a certain simulation of holiest 
dealing and .fair treatment to .the mer- 
chant In this quaint formula which Is half 
ridiculous, half pathetic. But as a rula 
the Camorrist merely gets his goods free, 
without receiving a' money bonus besides 
from his unwelcome satronags. In this 
way ;he picks up his luncheon and'his ci- 
garettes, 'keeps his shoes shlned and his 
hair cut. and gets his afternoon coffee, 
his evening paper and all the little neces- 
sities of the day and the equally neces- 
sary luxuries .and comforts.

their supposed foes in the 


Camorra for aid in catching 
criminals. 


And If the person whom the law seeks is 
not a Camorrist the aid is not unlikely to 
be forthcoming, for Ingratitude Is an un- 
common trait .In the south of Italy, and 
the liamorrlat often needs a little friendly 
help from the black arm of the law. This 
interchange of courtesies 
Is, of course, 


countenanced neither by the authorities 
nor by the Camorra society, but cannot 
always be stopped between Individuals, 
who, in-the. course of time, get to know 
and admire each other and who find mu- 
tual benefit in the help they can give.

.thereupon formed in England by Cap- 
tain Parker, a brother-of the Earl of 
Mosley, Lieutenant Robin Duff, of the 
S'ocorid Life Guards, and other persons 
of position, who sent

Parker to obtain a permit from the 
Sultan of Turkey to male a excavations 
on ths site of the temple of Solomon..

•lectirig is "profitable as an Investment. A 
-man who collects books or prints'or ob- 
jects of art in some special line, is always 
aiming" at completeness. The items tba;t 
he needs to ml the gaps In his collection 
are worth more to him than to' any;one 
else. If two or three more are. collecting 
in the same line, prices are advanced 
inordlnatel^. But when the collection is 
broken up, all :the completeness .and. per- 
fection of arrangement that gave It value 
count''for nothing.

The book which immediately preceded 


the 
Gutenberg Bible, 
a dainty • little 


French book, "The Poetical ;-Works of 
Charles Bey," brought only .$25, and by. 
some miscalculation the Gutenberg Bible 
was brought on in the place of'this un- 
considered . volume. 
The auctioneer, ,not 


'noticing the 'mistiake, inquires, "Am''I 
offered .SB for this volume?" The smilas^ 
of the audience caused him to turn Just 
as the ponderous volumes -were being re- 
moved.' When the Bible next appeared 
the first bid was $100, which, .was In- 
stantly lost -in the offer of $10,000. 


It was a battle royal from the first. 


The contenders -were Dodd & .Livingston 
of New York, Bernard Quaritch of Lon- 
don, who sold the Bible to Mr. Hoe, Geo.

GIGANTIC UNDERTAKING.

gantic, so that the-book Is 
believed to 


have come from the press between the 
years 1450 and 1455 or 1456,,, It is be- 
lieved to' have required several yeare In 
printing. 
The total edition is said to 


have-S'been 180 copies: on paper ana SO 
copies on -vellum. 


The HoeXcopy: has -what few others 


have. The'Commencement'of the Book of 
Genesis and of-the Epistle of St. Jerome 
printed In red ink;-..The splendid copy In 
the British Museum^'-Cias these parts of 
the pages blank. The Initials are orna- 
mented in gold and colors, after the man- 
ner of manuscripts^ 


It has, until recnt years, beon custo- 


mary to call this most retnarkable -book 
the Mazarine Bible, from the fact that It 
actually wks dug out of oblivion ":by. the 
bibliophile, De Sure, from the library of 
Cardinal - Mazarine. 
Since the Ma»arln« 


copy was unearthed there .have come to 
light no fewer than 27 copies on paper 
and 7 on vellum.

. None of, these' are perfect, although 
the Hoe copy Is believed to lead in thli 
respect. It is said to have two leaves in 
fac-simile, but ..those who have .searched 
for. them have been baffled. The Hoe copy 
came from the University" of Mentz, and 
was sold.;about" forty years ago to Lord 
Ashburnhbm for 3400 
pounds. 
As th« 
Ashburnha.rn.sale in 1887 it was bought by 
Quaritch for 4000 pounds,."and he trans- 
ferred it to the late Robert Hoe for ?25,- 
000. When originally published, the vol- 
umes werecsold for 100 florins each.

A man employed by a large firm 


of cutlers, who possessed,a trade se-^ 
cret which allowed them, to make 
certain articles better and cheaper 
than other, manufactories, attracted 
.the attention of the senior partner 
by his smartness, hard work, and so- 
briety. 
Considering him a valuable 


and trustworthy servant, the partner 
placed him .in the "confidence room," 
an apartment where the.^trade .secret' 
was guarded. 
Here he .re'Tnaihed" for 
six months, giving such satisfaction 
that his salary was nearly doubled. 
One day he resigned, giving as .his. 
reason for leaving his work that he 
Intended going to the Colonies. 


Some months after he had left a 


rival-firm placed some goods on the 
market which were cheaper and quite 
as good as those turned out by the 
firm with the secret.

A little later this 
firm placed the idea on the market, 
and the real inventor found that his 
labors were tn vain. As he could pro- 
duce no proof that his employe had 
stolen his invention, he had to b« 
content with "sacking" him. 


Some considerable time ago a cor- 
respondence clerk In the employ of 
a. firm-of druggists in America own- 
Ing several secret toilet specialties 
suddenly, .left., his post, much to- th« 
perturbation of "his employers. About 
a year' later a. Continental firm Of- 
fered chemists in France and Eng- 
land the same toilet specialties ua-^ 
der other names and at a much low- 
,er price. The mischief was undoubt- 
edly brought about by the 
spondenc* clerk who left hi* 
m«nt.«o hurriedly.

It sounds more like a soft comet note than-anything else I 


can think of. Back in the early thirties I used to sit and listen to a floek 
of them.. I studied their call and soon had mastered it. 


Having mastered the call, I would imitate it and soon they would 


cotae flocking to me with the confidence of babies. . I had a flock that 
constantly ate from my hands, and it was while feeding them that I studied 
their language and the great idea of air navigation by human beings dawned 


I gathered theni about 'me one day and in their swan language 


confided, to them what I wished to learn—the secret of their flight in air. 
They readily consented to help me in my endeavor-^-mdeed, were de- 
lighted at the prospect of being able to teach a man the rudiments of flyin'g. 


upon me. 


So the following morning we started out' bright 


and early on my first lesson. I was too heavy at first 
for one swan to carry, so I got around this difficulty 
by springing lightly from the back of one to the back 
of another, scarcely touching either of them.

"Regarding the print paper, the 


provinces of Canada have control over 
the crown lands, in which nine-tenths 
of the pulp wood is grown and they 
have imposed restiyctions and export 
duties upon the pulp wood in the 
crown Lands in order to preterit the 
export of the wood except in the form 
>f paper. 
"Tiie agreement provides that when- 


ever thy Canadian provinces remove 
all restrictions up'on the exportation of 
pulp wood then Canada will" permit 
American paper to come into Canada 
free and the United States will permit 
Canadian paper to come free into the- 
united States. 
"The Koot amendment has to do 


with print paper and it is only fair to 
say with regard to the amendment 
that it is in exact accordance with the 
agreement.

Driven fo Leave His Work of Years When 


Spouse's Tears, Pleas and Caresses 


Bridge His Warring Nature

his head buried in his handfl and the tears 
coursing down/bis cheeks. . .

fellow-countrymen, 
are swal- 


lowed up in the great vortex of Lon- 
don's population of seven millions.

WONDERS OF INSECT LIFE 


The mimicry of inanimate things by 


[naecta .Is one of tbelr chief means of 
protection. 
The walklng-sticRs. as they 


are called, are Insects that resemble the 
twigs, of trees with almost- absolute fi- 
delity. 
There are moths that pass the 


days, with outstretched wings, flat on 
the trunks of trees, anoV from a short 
distance, cannot easily be distinguished 
from ii patch of lichen. 
The leaf butter- 


fly of India takes the form, color and 
even the veiniiTgs of a leaf so closely 
that It is next to Impossible to dis- 
tinguish on» whan It is at rest. 
These 


are 'but a few of the remarkable pro- 
tective • mimicries among Insects. 
In 


every case the action is entirely uncon- 
scious on the .part M. the Insects. 


The most wonderful boring apparatus 


in the world Is possessed' by the great 
Ichneumo fly. 
It! is composed of three 


black' filaments, all extremely fragile, no 
larger or stiff er than a horsehair ana 
about five .inches long. 
These fit to- 


gether with grooves, and glide easily 
along their entire length. 
The three, 


when fitted together, are no larger in 


diameter than a small needle, arid »o 
flexible that a slight bretLth of air will 
bend them. 
Yet with this' rercarkabU 


instrument. Its owner 
can 
bor« thre« 


or four Inches Into the hardest wood. 
This borer is possessed only by the fa- 
male and is her ovipositor, or egsr-Sayln« 
apparatus.

Many Insects are extremely prolific. 


All of tho order Hymenoptera, the bees 
and ants, 
lay large numbers of eggs, 


but they are easily excelled by the or-

male of which deposits from 5000 to 600(5 f 
eggs. 
But the champion egg-layerj ar< 


the Insects embraced In the order Isop- 
tera, the white, ants. Dr. Howard states 
that these Insects are caile white ant« 
because they are :not white, but he fur- 
ther goes on to tell us that the females 
of some of the African. species grow 
to an enormous slae, as big as a largr* 
potato. 
The rate at -which the eggs ar« 


laid Is 
extraordinary, being about sixty 


a minute, or 80,000 and upward a day. 


SUCCESS IN LETTERS 


A magazine editor, in the course of 


an informal talk a short time ago, made 
the somewhat brutal assertion that the 
financial emolument is the solo test of 
success, in literature 'as In about every 
other line. As a matter personal to, the 
author,'It might be admitted that this 
is about as good a test as there is. And 
yet It loaves a sense of dissatisfaction. 
On that cash basis Mr. Robert ~W. Cham- 
bers is reported to be our most success- 
ful author today, and Laura Jean Lib- 
by is one of the . most .successful 
on 


record. 
Sucti examples are not alto- 


gether comforting to rthose who believe 
In merit as a test of success. 


However .merit la literature may be 


of various kinds. . A book may be dull 
but valuable, or it'may-be diverting but 
worthless. 
The authors- of "Success in 


Literature1' cite what thei' consider a 
deplorable instance of the success 
of 


the superficial writer. Three books wore 


written on the camelopard, -The first 
was by an Englishman who had spent 
10 years in the haunts of that animal, 
had bred, trained and shot them; but 
nobody read his book. 
The second was 


by a German 
" who had never 
seen a 


camelopard, but who spent 10 years in a 
library, reading 
everything 
that 
had 


been written on the subject. 
His book 


Is' looked upon as a standard work on 
camelopards. 
The 
third was 
by a 


Frenchman -who went to the Jardln des 
Plantes and spent "10 .days writing his 
own imDressions of the beast. 
His book 


gained a European success. 


There you have a sample of -<he. vaga- 


ries of success. Of course, the English- 
man's book was .the truly authprltativo 
one of the three, but its merit was 
probably purely scientific. 
The French- 


man produced a readable book, and that 
Is the test of merit in literature and tho 
test of success. 
The actual value is a 


secondary matter, and comparatively un- 


. important.—^Providence Journal.

Mining and Development 
company, of 
which Governor Spriggs is president. 
This means, Sarecky declared, that :a 
group of American ftankera and mining: 
operators have got possession of prac- 
tically the mineral wealth and franchise 
rights of the republic of Guatemala to 
develop as long as they continue profit- 
able. 
The agreement requires only that the 
American syndicate shall pay the govr 
ornmont ten per cent of the net profits. 
Jt gives tlie exclusive right to explore 
all lands within the 
government of. 
Guatemala that show signs of minerals. 
Mr. Sarecky Is authority for the stater 
ment that Cabrera and national assembly 
have practically turned the entire repub- 
lic over to the American company. In 
addition to receiving the right to tak 
addition to receiving the rght to 
tae 
up public lands, the company receives ex- 
clusU'o right to .use ail waterways, to 
construct and control 
roads, railroads, 
bridges, telephone and 
telegraph linea 
and all 'public utilities.

bugs that- nibble it off the stamps. The 
Washington post office is infested with 
these insects, and, as many ^ stamps are 
kept ready for sale on desks and In draw- 
.ers", the bugs have easy access to them.. 
The department has no scheme for com- 
bating • the hue*. Insecticides, if placed 
in the glue, must. poison 
people who 
moisten stamps with their .tongues, , 
When damage Is discovered in the post 
offices the stamps 'are -destroyed.

giene of the. department of health i» 
the city, of New York. I believe thSt 
the excessive mortality is due pri- 
marily to ignorance and 
improper 
feeding and care. 
The fact applies 
to all the cities in the United States 
The death rate of infants'throughoAk 
the country has decreased -6 0«#er cerft 
in the last fifty years. This Is due to 
the campaign of education that has 
been carried on by medical science.

We who are really'engaged'In 
this work know that fully 60 per cent

these mortalities could be pre- - 
vented.
